The church itself dates back to 1230 
AD for the south aisle, 1270 for the 
north aisle but it is known that a

An‘ interesting feature of the 
church is a private entrance from the 
Manor House which stands a few hun 
dred yards from the church, 

The manor goes back to Anglo 
Saxon times and the present Manor 
House de chiefly known for having 
been the home of the Penn family. 

William Penn, the founder of the 
atate of. Pennsylvannia is buried 
about six miles away at Jordans, a 
Quaker shrine, which I visited on 
another day. It is reached by taking 
a bus to Seer Green and walking 
about a mile. 

The Jordans Meeting House was 
built in 1688 and was one of the early 
gathering places forthe Quakers or 
Society of Friends.
